The Israel Lands Administra- 
tion has been and ts continuing 
to buy tand from Arabs in the 
administered areas.

foiled hijack 
suicide attack 


The chase after Black Sep- 
tember leader Ali Hassan Sala- 
meh — known also as Abu Has- 
san — in Norway may have foil- 
ed a “kamikaze” suicide mission 
to Haifa by the hijacked 18- 
panese jumbo jet, according to 
Radio Europe One. The French 
radio station recalled last week 
that Ahmed Bouchiki was killed 
in Lillehammer on Friday, July 
21, the day that the Japanese 
plane was hijacked by Arab ter- 
rorists shortly after take-off from 
Amsterdam. It was the chase 
after Hassan Salameh, the son of 
Arab terrorist leader Salameh — 
who was killed in 1948 in the 
battle for Yazur and Abu Kabir 
near Tet Aviv — that bronght 
the suspected killers of Bouchiki 
to Lillehammer. . 

Apparently aware of the fact 
that he was being followed, Has- 
san Salameh went into hiding 
and failed to make radio contact 
with the hijackers of the Japa- 
nese plane.The hijackers thus had 
to act without instructions fol-. 
lowing the death of their women 
leader on the plane when a hand- 
grenade exploded. ᾿ 

Hassan Selameh has taken 
credit for the Munich massacre 
last year and is known to have 
been the mastermind behind other 
‘terror acts. 
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caused a diplomatic crisis between 
Israel and Norway. He hoped that 
the current tension in the normally 
friendly’ relations between the two 
countries would ‘be temporary. 

He said also that a Norwegian 
court had found sufficient evidence 
to justify the arrest in Byal’s flat of 
the two Israeli suspects and to hold 
them for 12 weeks in custody.

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FORMER FBI HEAD ‘LIED ‘FOR MONTRS’ 
Gray burnt secret papers 
in ‘loyalty to superiors’ 


WASHINGTON AP). 
FEI chief L. Patrick Gray achmit- 
ted on Friday he read secret Wa- 
tergate related documents before he 
burned them, then lied about the 
event for months out of loyaity to 
White House superiors. Gray also 
told the Senate Watergate Commit- 

tee he warned President Nixon 19 
Gays after the June 7, 1972 break- 
in that “people on your staff are 
trying to mortally Wound you by 

using the CLA and the FBI." 

But the former actmg FBI chief 
contradicted much teetsmony given 
earlier in the day by Lt. Gen. Ver- 
non R. Walters, deputy director of 
the CIA, who told the committee 
he fended off White House efforts 
to bring the intelligence agency imo 
the Watergate affair. 

The Gray-Walters conflicts con- 
cerned whether there was danger 
that the FBI's Watergate investi- 
gation could reveal CLA operations 
in Mexico. 

The papers Gray burned were 
given to him on June 28 in the 
office of John Ehriichman, Nixon's 
tep domestic adviser. They had been 
taken from the safe of EB. Howard 
Hunt, a former White House con- 
sultant since convicted in the Water- 
gate break-in. 

Gray acknowledged that he was 
never directly ordered to Gestroy 
the two envelopes of papers.

“Unfortunately, modern families 
have lost much of their traditional 
importance in the education of 
their children and their integration 
into society,” notes Mrs. Ivry. “At 
the same time, many of their di?- 
ficulfies reflect a series of con- 
stellations in the family that makes 
it difficult to treat each member 
in isolation from the others.” “But 
when they are encouraged to talk 
openly in a trusting and objective 
atmosphere,” continues Dr. Golan, 
“the problems are often thrashed 
out and resolved.”

As a reguit, the effective 
rate of tax applied to company pro- 
fits may range from 814 per cent 
(apart from the compulsory defence 
loan) to S3 per cent and even jess. 


MAJOR FACTOB 

Inevitably tax considerations bave 
become a major factor in our coun- 
try, affecting and warping business 
decisions. A good deal of managerial 
initiative ts directed, if uot to tax 
evasion, to tax avoidance. Currently 
companies provide one-quarter of 
our total income tax revenue. but 
actually thelr share should be much 
more than that, relieving other tax 
payers. 

The reform suggested by Pro- 
fessor Bergiass would: abolish the 
present two-tier taxation, and re- 
place it with a higher company 
tax, though ft would follow Canada’s 
example in linking this tax to the 
personal one. It would, however, dis- 


buted profits, which would also 
amount to 65 per cent on the latter 
ones, though with part of it (above 
50 per cent) included in the re- 
cipient's personal tax. 

Professor Rergiass argues that 
this would put an end to the pre- 
ferential position currently enjoyed

BUSINESS SAVINGS 

Professor Berglasa admits thet the 
erux of the problem is the reform's 
probable effect on business savings. 
He calculates that in spite of the 
higher rate of the company tax, 
beth companies and shareholders 
wit be better off: but his argu- 
ments are not quite reassuring, be- 
cause he seema to count on the 
abolition of the defence loan, which 
is evidently a separate matter. In-
